Clean  glass,  wall  tile,  and  porcelain  enamel.

Wash  windows  and  mirrors. 

Remove  hard-water  spots. 
Remove  rust  stains  from  sinks. 

Use  the  same  way  as  vinegar. 

Remove  tarnish  and  stains.  Be  careful  —  can 
scratch  shiny  finish  of  sinks,  bathtubs,  and 
kitchen  appliances.  Use  only  when  needed. 

Help  remove  stains,  but  can  dull  shiny  porcelain 
finish.  Whiten  laundry  and  remove  many  stains 
from  clothes. 

Remove  "stuck  on"  foods  from  pans  and  oven 
racks.  Especially  useful  on  aluminum. 

Keep  floors  shiny  and  easier  to  clean. 
Make  furniture  look  better,  protect  surface. 
Brighten  kitchen  appliances. 

Clean-and-polish  type  loosens  smudges  from 
furniture,  but  you  will  need  to  clean  grease  or 
sugary  spills  before  using  polish  to  get  rid  of 
spot.  Use  metal  polish  as  directed  on  label. 

Use  with  care,  rinse  with  lots  of  water. 

Buy  these  if  you  need  them.  Follow  directions 
on  the  label — they  can  be  harmful.  Use  and 
store  them  with  care.

A  fiber  broom  will  be  more  expensive  but  will 
last  longer. 

Hang  the  broom  or  rest  it  on  the  handle  end  for 
longer  life. 

Dustpans  with  long  handles  are  best.  You  won't 
have  to  bend  over  to  pick  up  the  dirt. 

The  best  mop  has  a  removable  mop  head  so  it 
can  be  washed  easily. 

Can  be  used  on  rugs  and  for  light  cleaning. 

For  light  cleaning.  Use  on  wood  floors  or  car- 
pets and  rugs.  Has  no  attachments. 
Comes  with  a  variety  of  attachments ;  is  a  good 
all-purpose  cleaner. 

Especially  good  on  rugs  and  carpets.  Can  buy 
attachments  to  make  this  an  all-around  cleaner. 

Choose  one  that  has  mop  head  that  can  be  re- 
moved from  handle  for  washing.  Check  handle 
length.  Be  sure  it's  long  enough. 

It's  nice  to  have  two  pails — one  for  washing  and 
one  for  rinsing.  Check  size  and  shape.  Sponge 
mop  should  fit  into  both  pails. 

Worn-out  clothing  makes  soft  cleaning  cloths. 
You'll  need  a  variety.  Use  coarse  cloths  and 
towels  for  heavy  cleaning,  and  smoother  ones 
for  polishing  jobs. 

You  can  use  a  sturdy  chair  for  climbing,  but  a 
stepladder  is  much  safer.  Choose  a  ladder  that 
is  high  enough  to  reach  any  surface  that  will 
need  cleaning. 
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
